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ioi'DbN, Dec. 17.~0'Donne]l was 
notified at 7:30 to make ready. He wa.s 
perfectly resigned and expres.sed great 
sorrow for his out-burst of temper at the 
dock, the conclusion of tho trial, he 
said he had felt the greatest animo.sity 
toward the witnesses who ajjpeared ag- 
ainst him, but it iiad now disapeared. 
He retired at an early hour last evening. 
This morning he rose promptly to eat a 
good breakfast,'.shortly after 5 o'clock. 
At G Father Fleming arrived. He re- 
ceived the prisoner's lastcoronoiiinication 
and afiSffiilfered thif holyTSacrtttnent.- 
'A*few robrlhenls" before 8 o'clock the 
prisoner was removed from his cell to 
a large room of the prison, escorted by 
■warderia In the large room was stution- 
ed Binn the hangman, the sheriff, under 
sheriffs, the governor of the jail, Rev. 
Mr. Duffiell, prison chaplain, and the 
Newgate surgeon. The process of pin- 
ioning the prisoner's limbs was quickly 
performed by Binn, O'Donnell keejnng 
resolute silence and showing tho great- 
est firmness, occasionally smiling in a 
half abstracted manner. The procession 
moved to the court yard where was the 
scaffold. O'Donnell declined any as- 
aistance/froih the ^wardens in ascending 
the scajBrold.. . Father Fleming, • by his 
aide, .repeated the services of the church 
for '€fie "dying and held the crucifix . bo- 
fore O'Ddnnell's gaze. The prisoner took 
bis place on the drop under the rope, 
.tbe^^l.acki.o£;Avhich was held up over his 
ti"€^P^®^ice of thread. Binn wha.ap-, 
peared very calm quickly fixed the noose 
aiound O'Donnell's neck carefully plac- 
ing the knot under his left ear. lie at 
once stepped back and j)ulled the fatal 
lever, when O'Donnell fell eight feet. 
The rope hardly quivered. According to 
the surgeon his death was instaneous, 
^|h'e|^e(^eing scarcely a muscular movc- 
.tpenfepf the hanging form,.: As the 
tiack flag was run up those within 
could hear the murmur of the multi- 
tude outside. The body hung one 
hour, when it was cut down and re- 
moved for proper legal inquest. 
Twenty thousand people were in the 
streets closely packed, but the throng 
ol^erved a quiet and orderly demeanor. 
Tl»e Irish element was not conspicuous. 
As the moment for execution ap- 
proached the crowd swayed up against 
the prison wall and roadway, which 
before was kept clear. The police, 
however, moved rapidly ithrpugh the 
multitude and easily beared - the way 
when the black flag was hoisted, an- 
nouncing the tragedy to be at an end, 
and there was no demonstration, al- 
though suppressed excitement marked 
the faces of many. O'Donnell's brother 
remained to the last, bitterly weeping, 
the center of a sympathizing group. 

He occupied the* doorway opposite 
the prison in vie-v of the flag-stati upon 
which his eyes were riveted. He was 
the object of the deepest interest. The 
crowd around him pruHsod so closely 
upon him that the police had to inter- 
fere for his protection. When the, 
black flag was hoisted, he removed his 
bat and remained some minutes appar- 
ently praying, his fea,tures working 
,^pWnfully. He stayed m the same spot 
Bome time after, the execution. To the 
pebple lingering around, he said, in a 
hoarse yoice,=''My poor brother! ho has 
.died ajj.bravely as a man ever died." 
'this received the cries of "Yes!" He 
then departed and the crowd disap- 
peared. 

London, Dec. 17.— The oflicia! an- 
nouncement is madfj that England will 
resume control in Basutoland, in com- 
pliance with the prayer of a large 
majority of tho natives of that coun- 
try.

After waiting 
some time f or hia aocomplices^sif- any, to 
appear and the burglar to'get well to work 
tho party approached the front door 
pushed it open and ordered tne robber 
to throw up his hands. Ho, instead, 
fired twice in rapid succesaion.and jump- 
ed through the aide door. One ball took 
effect in Hunt'a breast and ho fell and ox- 
:pired instaiitly.-:;fetho burglar left the 
building he was recognized as the negro 
Sig Ike, the moat desporato character in 
these ii)gion8. Though;hotly. pursued he 
made hia escape and h'aB-:tfot0t booii tak- 
en although a largo nuniiijerijffcitizons arc 
scouring the country in every .direction. 
Hunt was one of tho m'ost exemplary 
young men in Colorado. ^ :^ 

Eoyfpm, Mich., Doc. 17. —Early this 
'horning robbei-a entered the house of S. 
P. Crensinger.a wealthy m.sident of Maple 
Rapids, chloroformed liiin, raiiHuuked tho 
premises andpocured about S2,.000 in cash 
and a quantity of valuables and then un- 
dertook to cover up their tracks by sptting 
fire to tho house iinmcdiatoly bolow tho 
room whore the propriotnr lay.

to close up tho western division of tho 
fciad until spring. The. country is full of 
grain ready for shipment and tho com- 
pany does not desire to move the grain 
before spring. No nioro unfortunate 
event could haveoccurredat this particular 
period in tho history of the country and 
little else is talked of in the province. If 
it is prolonged, and unless the company 
changes its policy it will last all winter, 
it is evident that trade is paralyzed and set- 
tlors are subjected to much sufl'oring. It is 
feared there will be scarcity of coal, a.s 
large quantities are in tronsit from Prince 
Arthur aAd Winnipeg and delayed on the 
road." The gontleinan i» decidedly of 
opinion that unless relief comoa very soon 
there will boa revolution in Manitoba. 

Hostilities between tho locked out en- 
gineers and the Canadian Pacific railway 
authorities have commenced to take an 
aotivi! shape. Six engines were disabled 
yesterday and to-day. While endeavoring 
to bring passeEger trains from the south 
it was found that soap had been put into 
tho tanks which caused tho water to foam 
iu the locomotive boilers. This after- 
noon Supt. Egant wliile backing up an 
engine to connect with the train miscal- 
culated the distance and smashed into the 
end of a car. One.mau wan injured.

Mr. Beaven moved an amendment that 
Ckinoso be not employed on the .Island 
railway or graving dock.

At the preseijt'iimo'it sooined 
to Jiiui that the hon. goutlomaii was 
in.siticore. ilo know that tho auiundment 
must be voted down, bccau.se if paa.sed it 
^!l9i!?llf4!j*P«^^^« bill. If ho had tho 
iriteriBHs' of 'llio anti-Chinesio party at 
heart he would refrain from pressing this 
resolution. I'oople who did not consider 
the matter would regard the voting down 
of this amendment as evidence th:it tho 
house was not opposed to Chinese immi- 
gration. While those who stopped to 
consider would remember that a com- 
mittee of the house was already preparing 
a measure to deal with this very matter. 
The amendment,Jihnuld bo voted down as 
a piece of claptrap (hear), 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that it was bet- 
tor to deal with this mutter apart from 
the Settlement Bill, On a previous oc- 
casion Sir John DIacdoaald had pointed 
to a similar resolution moved in this house 
under similar ciroumdtanee.'i to show that 
even the people's representatives were 
not unanimous on tho subject. Tlio intit- 
ter had better be dealt with apart from 
this bill, because if the amendment were 
passed it will relieve the coutractors from 
their obligation and the drydock, Island 
railway and railway laiida would fall to 
the ground. ..(Hear J Ho^. asked the leader 
of the oppbsitJ)|^^ amend- 
ment as oiae cdloiiltfl^Up!*^ to 
the cause. (Hea$^( -'Tfifetfi'rst work that 
was done at tlie instance 'of the govern- 
ment after this house met waa to move 
for the appointment of a commitlee to 
prepare a bill to euro tho Chinese ovil. 
They had shown their earnestness in the 
matter and he now agiiin asked the hon. 
gentleman to withdraw his motion. 

Mr. John said that ho had always been 
oppoaed to tho employment of Chinese in 
the province; but after having voted in 
favor of this bill he could not support this 
motion. He regarded it aa ill-timed. The 
bill was in the nature of a treaty and if 
altered would fall to the ground. Ho ask- 
ed tho mover to withdraw the ainond-

Mr. Pooley conaidered tho amendment 
moat untimely. Aoommittee of the houso 
waa already considering a bill, covering 
the matter, and if thia motion was passed 
the bill would bo defeated. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the couiatry waa 
in favor of the Settlement Bill; it was also 
in favor of excluding tho- Chinese; butif 
this clause wore put in the bill would fail 
and the.Ohineso would not bo excluded. 
(Hear'.);f ■Hefwpt^^^^ the h.in. gentle-

Mr. Galbraitli said this resolution was 
most unfortunate atthis time and ho would 
oppose it.

Mr. Wilson to aak — Whether it is tho 
intention of the government to provide 
for the erection of a bridge across the 
Thompson River, at the most convenient 
point in the neighbourhood of Cache 
Creek, to connect the Cariboo .Waggon 
Road with the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — Tho government 
have the matter under consideration. 

Mr. Semlia aaked the follovi'ing ques- 
tions, with reference to'tho Eagle Pass 
wagon road: lat. What portion of the 
aforesaid road has been completed?

Hon. Mr. Smithe — The superintending 
engineer reports that three-fifths in value 
of tho whole of tho work h.'ia boon com- 
pleted. About 24 milea of road have 
beon made and about 18 miles have still 
^0 bo constructed, in addition to which 
there are four lakes aggregating 4.J miles 
in length, upon which tho engineer strong- 
ly rocommenda that auow^ or barges should 
bo placed aa it would be impossible to 
operate a wagon round the lakes after 
railway construction had been commenced. 
2nd. The engineer reports that the work 
Imi been completed in accordance with 
the specification which waa framed in con- 
formity with the provisions of tho Act 
and a copy of which is herewith submit 
ted. No authority for changing tho 
width of the road has beon given. 

In reply to Mr. Orr, Hon. Mr. Smithe 
said that Mr. Huntor and Mr. Perry had 
both been employed on tho work; but the 
engineerib whoso report reference had 
been pnade was Mr. Perry. 

Mr. Semlin asked, What reply, if any, 
has beon rocoivod to a resolution of this 
houso, passed March 5th, 1883; said reso- 
lution being as follows: 

"That an humble address bo prosontod 
to his honor the lieutenant governor, ao- 
liciting his honor to obtain from the Do- 
minion authorities a copy of the report of 
the engineer in refertince .to the Spallmu- 
cheen Canal, and to tranamit the aante for 
tho information of thia houae!"

Montreal, Dec. 6.— Hon. Donald A. 
Smith's game, in England, by which he 
secured the electioa of a governing com- 
mittee of the Hudson Bay company to 
suit himself, is causing considerable ex- 
citement, ai.^d not a little apoculation, as 
to the object Mr. Smith had in view. It 
is generally believed here and the belief 
waa confirmed by the utterance of a mem- 
ber of tho Dominion government, who 
visited hero recently^ that Mr. Smith ia 
working to bring about a fusion of the 
interests of tho Hudson B,ay Company, as 
reprds its lands, with the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway and the Northwest Land 
Company. It will be. remembered that 
thia scheme waa talked of a great deal laat 
summer. It ia reported that the Syndi- 
cate ia in need of money, itbeing impossible 
to dispose of the stock at a figure to suit 
tho diroctora, Mr. Smith feela assured 
that if tho Canadian Pacific Railway can 
secure the lands of the Hudson Bay Ooih- 
pdiiy; it will have no, difficulty with the 
additional preatige thus acquired, to raise 
all the money necessary to carry on the 
gigantic railway enterprise. Mr. Smith's 
'''triok,'-' as it is called by some, was clever- 
ly carried out. He controls 4000 shares 
out of the entire stock of 100,000 shares. 
The charter of the company provides that 
the stock cannot bo voted on by proxy. 
At the meeting at which Mr. Smith car- 
ried out his game there wore only four- 
teen stockholders present, of whicli he 
was ono. Having control of more stock 
than tho other thirteen (if thoy all voted, 
which ia doubtful), ho auccooded in car- 
rying his point. Interesting develop- 
ments are expected. 

Tho Winnipeg Sun of the 8th inst. aays 
that Mr. Peebles, vice manager of tho H. 
B. Co., has been dismiHSod summarily and 
Thomas R. Smith of London haa arrived 
and taken hia placo. The same paper 
aays: Many rumors are a3oat on tho 
street; and without any apparent foun- 
dation. It haa been concluded by many 
who profess to have an inside track on 
news, that Mr. Brydges "must go." 
Others go still farther, and hint that 
Chief Commissioner Grahame's position ia 
in jeopardy. Tho dismissal of Mr. Pee- 
bles is deemed by many to bo oniy the 
beginning of a general "clean out."
